of the services Kaplan stood up, 
facing the Aron Kodesh (Ark), 
and prayed to God on the theme 
of that day — the Torah read- 
ing, the subject of his sermon or 
anything else important enough 
to address to God. One of the 
most sensitive phases of 
Kaplan’s theology was his devel- 
oping idea of God. Many of his 
opponents feel that Kaplan’s 
God was not a God of religion 
who can be addressed in prayer. 
The experience of hearing 
Kaplan pray to God was enough 





to dispel any such notion. 

Others will cherish other rec- 
ollections, and for many years to 
come those of us who were for- 
tunate to have known him on a 
personal basis and to have sat at 
his feet as pupils in his classes 
will always thank God: “Blessed 
art Thou, O Lord our God, who 
has imparted Thy wisdom to 
those who fear Thee.” 
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
